Albany, N.V., Jan. 10.— The reports of 
the majority and minority members of 
the Mazet investigations were presente<l 
to-night to the as-seiubly. Both are 
Icuglliy documcuts. The majority report 
opens by stating that u great part of the 
testimony -was directed to the conduct 
aud control of the TaTious ofQccs and 
departments and in this connection says; 
In many of thene, gravo evils were dis- 
closed, h'or such as -were administrative 
in their nature, the remedy must bp 
sought at the ballot box and not at the 
hundti of the Jcgislnture. The one clear 
and diiitinct fact brought out by the 
investigation is that we have in this great 
city the most perfect instance of centra" 
i/.ed party government yet known. It 
declares that the . seat of control and 
power Ls not the inuu who nits in th 
mayor's chair, but tlie niiiu who .stands 
behind dt. "We ace the same arbitrary 
power dictating appoiutmeutH, directing 
officials, controlling the boards, lecturing 
members of the legislature, and the 
municipal assembly. We,«ee an enormous 
aud ever-increasine crowd of oUlce 
holdera "with ever iaeren'sJng salaries. AVe 
see powers of government prostrated to 
protect crimiualti, to demoralize thi'" po- 
lice, to debauch tiie public couscieuce, and 
turn govornmcntnl fuuctiona into chan 
nols for private gains. 

"The proof is conclusive, not that the 
public treasurer has been directly robbed, 
but that the opportunities have been giv' 
eu by manipulation of public oBJcers, to 
enable favored individuals to work for 
tlieir own personal benelit, The people 
aloue can remedy thctie evils. There is 
no legislative piiuncca for sucli adminis 
trative all. 

•'The conduct of the present police do 
partmeut of the cities oC New York and 
Philadelphia i.s uni]Ualitiedly bad and rot- 
ten. .Vol only are the laws against pool 
rooms, gambling houses, policy i^hops, ex- 
ci.se violations, dance lialls and "wicked 
nnorts of all kinds not enforced, or en- 
forced in such way aa to he ridiculously 
ineffective, but the general discipline is 
lax. Grave offences of jiersonal derelic- 
tion in the way of drunkenness, absence 
from post, inattention to duties, etc., go 
uupunlshcd or are vteited with such 
small fines as to be almost an encourage- 
ment. 

"Robberies, bunco games, deceits, 
frauds, thefts, have increased in alarm- 
ing degree, and the detection of theec 
crimes and the recovery of property, huH 
steadily increased during the last two 
years. 

"We believe that the great niass of the 
rank and tile of Uie department under 
IjroiRT leadership would execute all the 
laws witlK'oui-age and vigilance but it is 
not in the nature of tilings that sub- 
ordinates who depend upon their superi- 
ors for continuance nnd promotion in 
rank (should conduct themselves in direct 
oppoaition to the clearly known views of 
these superiors."

President Kruger also issued a circu- 
lar dated January 8 . to Boer'command- 
ants and burghers, urglnu them to show 
more energy in the Transvaal cause. 
He cpiotes I'salms xxx., verse 7, as evi- 
dence that God had given instructions 
to the burghers, and says that the Brit- 
ish have fixed their faith in Psalms 
Ixxxiii. He also quotes Psahns Ixxxix, 
verses i;{ and 14, and asserts that he has 
searched the Bible without being able to 
liiid any oilier mode which can be fol- 
lowed by the Boers, who must fight in 
the name of the Lord. 

Conmiandeeriug is proceeding busily at 
Pretoria, where the town guard are ex- 
clianging their ^Mausers for ilartinis, 
as the former are badly needed at the 

out.

'I'lio object of the roconnnissance from 
Hcliiiout into tlip Free Stiito is not es- 
plaiiicil. Blocmfoutoin, the capital of 
that republic, lies ubout oii(> hiuuUoiI 
miles from the fronth-T and ti little to 
the north of cuHt, iiud our cavalry hav 
ins i)enetriit(Hl the enemy's territory 
twenty-five miles have covered a (]uar- 
ter of the distance to that town. This 
movement, taken in connection willi the 
invasion of the Free State from the 
south by tJen. Wood, sngfe'csts a dash 
jicross country tor the capture of the 
railway to Bloemfontein, whereby the 
forces opposfd to Generals French and 
Cratacrc would be cut off from their 
base of supplies. This part of the Free 
State, aud' indeed nearly the whole ro- 
public, consists of a level, open couutry 
!uul as it seems to bo free of any arnuul 
I?()cr force, it would be easy for i 
coliuiui of our nuTi to move freely ii 
whatever direction they choose. Tlu 
enemy can only oppose them by weaken 
iug their forces elsewhere. 

A lot of rumors came from Natal, and 
while there is yet ifo deliiiite infornui- 
tion, it is very clear that an im[)orlniit 
movement is in progress. .One of th 
most significant items is the reciucst 
from Ijadysinith by heliograph that the 
I'ietermaritzbur;.' people will send tip 
jam. This clearly indicates that they 
think the siege well nigh over. The re- 
ports of strong entrenchments being 
deserted by the enemy and of the re 
nioval of their hCavy Buns from the 
noulli of Tjadysuiith justify the belief 
that the enemy is beginning to realiz 
that he must get out of Natal, even if 
the rumor that ho is already in full riv 
treat is not true. The war office undiT- 
stands that Oen. Bullor is ready to strikt 
the enemy with his full force and frc n> 
several directions. The rockets sent up 
from Ladysmitb a few nights ugo uniy 
be a signal of readiness for a simultane- 
ous movement of besiegers and be- 
sieged.

Till] ATTACK ON THE GOVIiUNOIJ 

A\'c regret very much that the Kam- 
lodixs Standard lias violated all the prin- 
ciples of journalism by printing a very 
gross attack upon Lieutenant-Governor 
Melnncs. In the heat of political con- 
troversy severe things are very often 
said, but Ihc Standard passes all bounds 
permissible even in such a case, and 
there is no controversy now on ia which 
the Lieutenant-Governor is even remote- 
ly concerned. That Ilis Ibnini- 4in>iise<'. a 
great deal of feeling by his dismissal o!" 
the Turner government must be admitted, 
but his conduct warraute<l no' such at- 
tack as this, oven when this feeling was 
at its height. The conslitiilionalily of 
liis coiii'se (111 that ucciisioii was a jinipcr 
subject for discussion, and nowhere was 
it more strongly condemned than in the 
columns of this paper. But to ciirr.v the 
atiack into grossly indecent personali- 
ties was nntliought-of then and is utterly 
reprehensible now.

The longest consecu- 
tive "parllamentiiry term enjoyed by any 
one in llii.s province since confedoratioii 
I'ell to the lot of Jlr. Heaven, who served 
continuously as a reproscutative of \'ic- 
;toria. £r()m 1871 to 1894^ or through six 
terms.. Of the members of 'the lirst legis- 
latun> after confederation the only other 
iuember to serve without defeat ,>va 3 Mr. 
.Smyihe, who reprcsoutod Cowiehan con- 
tinuou;:ily from 1S71 nutil his dcatli in 
1887, Of the first legislature Mr. Booth 



To-night the Shakespearean drama, 
Kichard III, will be presented by Mr. 
Frederick Warde and hie company. 
Among the conspicuous figures in British 
liistor.v there is none around whom 
uuieh keener interest centres tliaii Uich 
ard, Duke of Gloucester, the last of the 
IMantagenets, who for a little over two 
.years wore the crown of England. 11 
was thirty-throe years old at tin? time of 
ids -death, and in his short lifi' mana 
to gain a reputation for villainy perhaiits 
nncqualleil in our history. How much 
of this was deserved and how much of it 
was due to the picture which Shakes 
peare drew of him must remain an open 
question. The great dramatist has fast 
ened on him the guilt of the Duke of 
Clarence's death, but there is liitl 

hititorical evidence to supjjort it 
There is no manner of dnuht. liowevci 
that he removed at the lianil.s i;r ihe piil 
lio executioner a number 01' pi-omine<. 
men who opposed his usiiriiation. The 
alii of the young princi>s, his nephews, 
in the Tower is universally attributed to 
hiui. although the evidence is piirel.v eir 
enmstantial, and it was held by many 
that Perkeu Warbock, who raised a re 
bellion in the reign of King Henry VII 
was the younger of them. Nevertholens 
Uiciiard caused it to he given out at the 
time of Buckingham's reliellii>n that th 
princcfl were dead, and there is hardly 
room for any doubt that they were killed 
in the tower by their uncle's order. 

Yet Richard was not wh(dly a monster. 
Indeed so calh,'.!-- !iad the aristocracy of 
Fngland become in consequence of tin 
|)lots, intrigue!), murders, e.xecutions and 
slaughter rwulting froip the M'ai-s of 
the Itoses. thai \vi' may rea-;onably iiiaki 
some allowaiici' t'ii\- him. In persun liich 
ard was undersized. Thnr is a dispnit 
as to whether or not he was del'ornied 
His portraits disclnse a retiiied and 
almont gentle countenance. He was cour- 
ageous and possi'ssed many of the qlinli- 
McH of pojinlarily. Ir ihe fale of the 
.\-ouiig princes ii.-ld not alienated the 
hearts of t!ie common people from hiin 
Richard might have had a long and brU- 
linnt reign. Short as was his occupation 
111' liie tliroiie, it was marked by the h»- 
iiioval of the rest rici ions which |irevcnled 
the importation of liocdis, and by the 
recognition to the fullest extent of the 
rights of parliament, wlilch Goldwin 
Smith says then accinireil even wider 
rights than are U'lW inje.ved Ijv that 
body. How much this selr-ell'accineiit of 
the sovereign wu.j »lue to his appreuiu- 
tion of representative govenimeiil. and 
how much to bi,s desire tii make his usiirp- 
atinfi palalalilc In llie people it is fi-iiitless 
now to iniinire. His death on Bosworth 
field was a fitting climax of a life of 
violence and bloodshed.

:irguiuentri he bad then advanced, nor 
even to recapitulate. The leader of tln' 
opposition had based bis argument on 
certain grounds, «nd had ended with the 
conclusion that the government had lost 
th( confidence of the country. One of 
the reasons advanced for this conclu 
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sioa had been the adverse votes recorded 
during the first day of the session. On 
ordinary occa.sionn an adverse vote was 
signilicnnt and iniport.ant. It meant that 
either the government had lost votes 
upon its policy or principles in ordinary 
cases. Ill the present particular ca.se, 
however, it meant nothing of the kind. 
It iiioant only that under peculiar <-ircuni- 
tstanceri in no way touching the policy or 
principles of the government, the opposi- 
tion had gained two votes by defeelions 
on private gniunds from the government 
side, while the goveniment wiis missing 
the votes of two members who bad not 
yet arrived to take their seats in the 
Iiouse. These changes or conditions bad 
not been brought about by any change 
of giiveriiment pr:nci]>le or policy, and 
therefore failed to justify the concliisioiis 
iipiiii whicli the aiiKMulment had been 
liaseil. As for the position of the lueni- 
liers tor \'ai!coiiver city I.Mr. Martini and 
l'<ir Hs<|uimalt (Mr. Higgiiis), ho denied 
that either had as y( t justified his trans- 
fer of allegiance, or been endorsed or 
sustained by bis constituents in the 
course pursued. The tvvo gentlemen re- 
ferred to at all events must be in pos- 
session of some abnormally developed 
additional sense to detect the change in 
feeling in their constibueneies that would 
justify the coiiTse they had seen fit to 
pursii!'— it certairdy not having been up- 
liareiit to an.vono else. In order to pro- 
perly determine the feelings of their con- 
stiliteiits, he advised that the two gentle- 
iiieii who had clianu'cil their allegiance 
shoiilil test the electorate by the hones! 
and only conclusive expression of the 
secrel ballot. Ueferring to what be con- 
sidered the bonibaKtie challenge of t'.ie 
junior member for Vancouver city, that 
either of three of the ininisteiv or the 
honoralilc nieiiili(>r fur South \Mii:niiio 
should resign and contest his constitu- 
ency with him, he hidil that the junior 
lueinlier for Vancouver had a singularly 
ll.'illering opinion o'' his own suiierlalive 
ability and of the feeling of the country 
toward him. It certainly seemed strange 
that he bad not himself resigned and 
led to the city of \'a:icoilver at the 
ipport'iiiiity. which, however, he had 
one. If he hail taken this course 
lie winild have learned by the secret bal- 
lot exactly the majiu-ity by which lii^ 
would have been left at home. Ho 
clainu'd, too, that the honorable junior 
member for ICsiiuiiniilt bad fllso failed ut- 
terly to justify his prosciice in opposition. 
Thi'S honorable gentleman had frequently 
expressed his high opinion of his own 
worth and the value of his political si-r- 
vices to the country; and bad intimati>d 
that he had felt slighteil when after he 
had earned a superior position to that of 
a private member, his po.s-ition had not 
Ijoen recognized. Of course he would 
not intimate for a moment that the lion- 
ornhle junior, menibpr for Esquimau had 
(iuit the government side and placed him- 
self in direct antagonism to the party 
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he had lii'<'n elected to suiiiiort because 
room had not been made for him in the 
cabinet— he would not sUL'gi'sl this lie- 
Ciiuse the honorable junior iiiciuber for 
lOMiuimalt had repealedly said that ho 
did not want and would not accept a 
portfolio, this after a i.-omprehcnsive roit- 
eralion of bis many <iii:ilitii"itioiis for 
such a iK>sitioii — yet in view of his ex- 
planations not being iu any way sulhciont 
to justify his change of faith politically, 
it wiuild be niM^essary to look below the 
surface tor the real reasons actuating 
Ilia conduct since the last session of the 
house. Tlio junior memher for Bsnui- 
nialt had leaped to the conclusion that 
certain members of the government bad 
been making overtures to their opponents 
for coalition at a secrifice of principle. 
It -woiuld have been nn easy matter for 
him to have asked 'for and obtained the 
truth, yet he had preferred to jump tit a 
conclusion and jump to the other side of 
tlie bouse. 

Passing next to Mr. .Toseph Martin's 
references to the Naiiaiino Herald and 
his own connection therewith, the honor- 
able junior inombor for A'ancouver had 
repeatedly intimated to the house that 
the paiicr in question was owned by 
himself (Hon. Dr. MeKechuio) and the 
iiieiiilier for .South Naiiainio, the house 
being persistently led to liolleve that its 
policy and editorial utlornnces were 
largely dictated or controlled by tlieni. 
'I'his he denied. It was true tll.'it be 
Indd stock in the publishing company, ii 
])iil)li(.' company, but bo had at no time 
sought to shape the Herald's course in 
matters iiolitical. The Herald was not 
a party paper, but a labor journal alto- 
gether. He bad never suggested or 
dictated the Herald's editorial policy, so 
that the paragraphs in question could 
not in fairness be attributed to him or 
credited to him or the member for South 
Nanaimo — they did iiot represent that 
gentleman's views nor yet his own. But 
in connection with the matters eom- 
plaiiicd of in the extra of the Herald to 
which the junior member for Vancouver 
had devoted so much attention— had 
that honorable gentleman disproved 
them ? He would read in this couiiec- 
tioii a telegram that honorable gontle- 
i.ian had sent to the editor of another 
Xanaimo paper. It was: 

•' McKechnie refuses to say if respon- 
sible for extra of Herald. Smith repu- 
diates any responsibility. Tiave asked 
.MeTveehuie and Smith to meet me at a 
public meeting at Nanaimo. I'^xtra of 
Herald full of false stiitemeiits." 

It was to the last sentence that be 
wished to direct cspcciiil attention. The 
extra of the Herald was described as 
" full of false statements." Was this 
the fact'.' The junior member for 
Vancouver had certainly faili'd to prove 
that the statements were false. He 
had indeed only attacked two particular 
l)ariigni|)hs. of which the following was 
one; 

" During the sitting of the arbitration 
on the special rule — iu Nanaimo — we are 
iiifoniied that Mr. .Tames Diiiisinuir, in 
connection with our city nieinbers, said 
that Mr. .Toseph Martin came to bis 
olbco in Victoria, and in the course of 
conversation said that if Dunsmuir and 
bis party would stick together and help 
him, he would stick to them, and to- 
gether they would defeat the govern- 
ment." 

With respect to this particular para- 
graph he would challenge the junior 
member for Vancouver to deny to tlie 
house that it was true. 

Here Hon. Dr. McKechnie paused for 
a moment, and then repeated his quos- 
(ioiiiiig challenge, rosumiug bis seat to 
give the junior member for N'ancouver 
i)|i;)ii 't unity to reply. 

" Certainly it is not true," said Mr. 
Martin, rising. " The statement in that 
paper that I bud joined the opiiosition is 
not only uulrue, it is what might very 
well be called in plain words, a lie. I 
think I made sulllcieiitly (dear the posi- 
tion I have assumed. I am not with 
the (ipposil ion. I have accepted none 
of their principles or their policy. The 
only thing I have in comiiKui with tluun 
is the desire to defeat the gwvernmeiit." 

Hon. Dr. Mclvechnie deplored the use 
of so uuparliainentary a term, and 
ag.'dii reading the iiiiragraidi in the 
extra of the Nanaimo Herald to which 
he had referred, said that ho had been 
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assured by the bonorabh' nnuiiber for 
(.'miiox that the statements therein con- 
t:iincd were siilistaut iaily correct. There 
bad liecu no privacy about this matter. 
The hnnorable member for Couiox had 
spoken iu the presence of several gentle 
men: and as be had yet to leara of any 
action or word of that houorablo gentle 
man that would dejirive biin of recogni- 
tion as an honorable geiitleiuan, and as 
he believed tlint the member for Comox 
was far -above the telling of an unlrulh, 
ho would ask that honorable gentleman 
if the statement he now made was not 
correct " that Joseph Martin came to bis 
office in Vietorio, and in the course of 
conversation said that if Dunsmuir and 
his iiarty would stick together and help 
him, he would stick to them, and to- 
gether they would defeat the govern- 
in out" 7 

Mr. Dunsmuir— All I oiin say is that 
tliey are substantially true. 

.Mr. .Martin claimed the iiidiilgence of 
the Iiouse for a word of explanation, 
lie had saiil that nothing whatever in 
tiie nature of a comiiact or allianoo had 
been made between Mr. Dunsmuir and 
hiaiself for political aliegiauco— no 
understanding had been brought about 
lhat would suggest or entail bis joining 
tho opposition. The one point upon 
which be had promised his assistance 
and co-operation was in endeavoring to 
bring about the downfall of the govern- 
ment. It became his turn to apply to 
the honorable memoer for Comox for 
corroboration. 

Mr. Dunsmuir intimated that Mr. 
.Martin had correctly described the 
limited nature of bis support to the oppo- 
sition. 

Mr. Martin continued to explain that 
he had found that tlie Minister of 
Finance had approached certain mem- 
bers of the opposition with a view to 
arranging a coalition. He had ques- 
tioned tht» mcmhers of the opposition 
and had ascertained tluit this was cor- 
rect, and at the snmc time he had been 
assured that there was no possibility of 
the I'luance Minister being successful- 
Mr. Duiisinuir and others of the mem- 
bers of the opposition declared tliat they 
would stand together and oppose the 
government, and he had said they would 
find him with them in this endeavor. 

'• That's exactly what occurred," cor- 
rohoratotl Mr. Dunsmuir. 

".-\.nd that is just what is stated in 
this paiior which the junior member for 
Vancouver has characterized as a lie," 
(d)served Hon. Dr. McKechnie. 

" It is not," interjected Air. Martin. 
"-■Ml through tliat paper it is indicated 
that I had renounced my principles and 
joined the oiipositioii. This I again 
deny. All that the opposition and I 
have in common is the desire and inten- 
tion to defeat the government." 

Continuing his address, Hon. Dr. 
McKechnie said tb.tt Mr. Martin had, in 
dealing with bis own retirement from 
the goveriimeiit, -jailed upon all who 
looked n[)on as sudicient the reasons 
jiresentcd for asking his resignation to 
" stand up." Ho had at the time recog- 
nized this style of o])position as some- 
what familiar, but he could not just at 
tlie inonient recall what it reniiudeif him 
of. He now renienibored that it was 
very like an experience bo had had in 
early youth, when lie was a regular 
altcndaiiL at Sunday seliool. and a 
visitor bad called upnii all the good 
little children who wiintcd to go to 
Heaven to stand up — 

.Mr. Kbt'i-ls— And did ymi stand up '/ 

.Mr. Ilelmckcn~I nolico vou'rc still 
here. I Laughter). 

"I niighl have lieeii i.inahli' to ;;ct a re- 
Inrn ticket." observed the I're.-ideiit of 
the f'liiincil. 

(,'oiitinuiiig bis address, Hon. Dr, Me- 
Ke(.'linie disputed the correctness of Mr. 
.Martin's declaration that he Imd not gone 
back upon his prineiplos. He held that 
111 going to Wiinnipeg to help his brotbei- 
iu thc> lattor'.s eiimpaigh, Mr. Martin had 
used his ability directly ttgOiinst the first 
straight labor candidate who had ever 
offeied himself for the Dominion house. 
If .Mr. JIartin had stuck to his declared 
principles he would have assisted tlie 
goveriimont even against bis own brother 
— he having stated on a ce"-tain iiiemor- 
ahle occasion at Kossland that his friends 
were the working men. and that he had 
iiiilliiiig to ilii witli the "white-shirted 
lioluies." He dcclnrcil u-itli emphasis that 
.Mr. .'\I:irtiii when lie bioljc from his party 
should have gone back to his coiistilueiits 
witlioiit delay for their eiidiu-senii'iit or 
coiidemiia tioii of bis action. Hi? also 
censured tlie junior member for Vancou- 
ver upon his arraig-iuneiit of the acts and 
omissions of the government. Mr. Mar- 
tin had (.'hargod the government with 
neglecting to <'arr.v out the logislalion of 
last session, and had spccUicaily asked 
wliv tlii> Torreus s.vsteni of land regis- 
tration had not been carried into opera- 
tion by iiroclainatiou. Ho hold that, in- 
asmuch as Mr. .Martin had rciiuiiued 
attomcy-generai for seven nionlhs nfter 
the close of tho session, if anyone had 
been guilty of shirking his duly in this 
COUhcCtibll it TVae that genllenian him- 
self. The aaroei- would apply to the junior 
member for A'ancouver's remarks with 
reference to the ■Crow's Nest Po-ss land 
grant ' • 

I'as.sing next tn Mr. Martin's "brutal 
and vicious" attack upon the honored and 
houorablo leader of tho guverunient. ho 
thought that no man in British Coluiubhi 
ootild be said to have a. cleaner or more 
.hoiiurable record thnn jthe Hoii'.;.Clias. A.

It was mufi'h to be 
regi-cttcvl that ii straiiSL'i^and to sia- 
ceroly lioped a aojouriiLT onVy in the 
counti}'— should liuve beeu guilty of ao 
gross an attack upon a gcntlemau who 
since 1SG2 had devoted liia best talents 
and his time to the intorctsts of the prov- 
ince. Mr. Martin'a attack upou the 
Premier had been shameful atd disgrace 
fQl, but he noted ou thing iii couuecfeion 
—the Premier bad not at auy time ■been 
•Challenged by the junloar Tnembor 
Vancouver as not iKisscesiog sufficient 
Ibackbone. Mr. Maitia had usually claim- 
ed tor himaelt allvtbe aUIity and political 
fiimnesa in British Coluimbln, yet still 
Premier Scmlin tad 'been touml with 
sufficient backbone to bend liim when the 
necessity arose for this being done. Ue 
denied that Hon. Mr. Sciulm had been 
guiUty of any Jwoach 'Of faith in accept 
ing the leadership of the party when 
called upon to form a ministry. lie had 
for yearn boon the acin'iiti'd leader oC the 
party, au<l there had lieeii no iuteiTe?,'nuni 
in his leadership. The only sliadow <if aii 
interruption had develoiied when certain 
forces were br()U!,'hl to bear in the efTort 
to undenniiH' him. which t'oi-ees lie wan 
glad to see lion. 5Ir. Seiuliii had siilli 
cient streiiKth to resist mid defeat. At 
one time Ik; hiiiit^eU" lind favored the 
junior uieinl)er for A'aiu-ouver fo 
higher jiIikh? in tlie j;overniiieiit than that 
which f<u' a linie he had occupied; yet 
he was vt-vy glad now that that gentle 
man's ;i'i[iirati(ins had not been realized 
He claimed that Mr. Martin had violated 
all obiigatious of honor and his oath of 
ofUco in his disclosures of cabinet and 
caucue confotences; and he regretted that 
certain members of the opposition had 
seen lit to applaud -when Mr. Martin 
had thus violated all rulcfi of honor and 
I)rinciple. Surely these gentlenieu reallz 
ed that applause-meant endurmement and 
approval, lie hoped for tlie credit of tlie 
opposition that in this case it had he 
thoughtlessly bestowed, and that in : 
tiire the applauding nieiiibcrs would be 
truer to themselver;. He claimed that 
by his actions in this connection Mr, 
^lartiu had put hiinselr beyond the iiali: 
of either party; and lie thought that riomc 
ollicial cognizance of liis coiuliict might 
with proiH-iety be taken in order that 
the IJeuteiiant'Govenior in future might 
remember and realize that it was use- 
less to repose conlidouce in this man's 
obligation under oath. 

Mr. Martin here interniptpd with a re- 
quest for specilic infi>rmation as 
wherein or where he had violated hiri 
oath of oflice. It was Vf-ry -well to string 
out a long lingo of general charges, 
but if the President of the Council would 
name one iostauce specifically he would 
be fonnd ready to answer it. 

Hon. Dr. MoKechnie replied that he 
still felt himself bound by his oath of 
oflice, and therefore unable to enter into 
particulars with the freedom which 3Ir. 
Martin, had their positioiL". been reversed, 
might have been prepared to indulge in. 
It was for this reason that he could not 
ripecify his complaints — although every 
inember in the house was well aware of 
what he referred to. 

"I will afnure you I don't know what 
.vrm're talking about," said Mr. Martin. 

IJoii. Mr. MoKeehiiii' instanced, as one 
example, Mr. Martin's reference to the 
Crow's Nest I'ass ^railway, wliicli he 
might properly have introduced by a reso- 
lution calling for a return oi: papers to 
. the honse. 

Mr. ^Martin — I will know how to deal 
with that later on. Is that the matter 
you. mean? 

. Hon. Dr. MoKechnle replied that it 
was one of Bcveral. and closed with the 
words of Wliittier which he applied to 
Mr. Martin:

"Sni. McPIIlLLIPS followed the 
I'resideiit of the ('ouiicil, coiienrrlng in 
the e.xpressioiiH of loyally and devotion 
to the Crown and ICnipire that had been 
given by the house, but regretting tluit 
those expressions, as embodied in the 
offer of a company of-IU-itish Columbia 
mounted scouts for South Africa, should 
have been made a inntter of political e.K- 
pediency and unneia'ssarily debated 
when iKith sides of the house were ready 
to give them uiiaiiinious and iniinediate 
eadortyition. He claimed that the true 
policy of the government had not been 
enunciated in tthe speech, and had not 
beeu presented in a manner that the 
house and the country would demand. 
He (H>poBed .the .proposed redistribution 
limited to a portion of West Kootenay, 
for the stated object of giving a member 
to Ilie. Jloiindary Creek district, and coii- 
tendinl that if changes in the representa- 
tion of tlu? province were deemed neces- 
sary and desirable the redistribution 
should be general and applied with equal 
fairness to all portions of the province. 

He challenged" the justice and the con- 
stitutionality of the alien e-xclusiion law 
us especially applied to the Atliii dis- 
trict, and claimed that the people of 
Kritish Columbia and of Canada were 
iiidisp'itubly in favcn- of its repeal. The 
law was un-UriUsh. It was distinctly a 
violation of the open-door policy that 
the Empire was advocating the world 



over, and in support of which the blood 
of Briton's sons "was 'being shed on 
South African battlefields. His consti> 
tuent8*'in „retttmingy. him to the house 
after ' the "bye^lection-iln which he had 
been a candidate '.liiadv;'cmphasizcd by n 
large majority tietr "endorsation of his 
stand upou this -qticstion,' and public dis- 
satisfaction with the measure had great- 
ly increased rather than diminished since 
that date. He a\flQrraed that the legisla- 
tion in question -was wrong in principle 
and ePfcct. It was unconstitutional as 
he interpreted 5t, and he was not at all 
sure that it would riot' be disallowed by 
the Dominion government, and rightly 
so. He (pioted from the correspondence 
of the Dominion Minister of Justice in 
reference to the disallowance of certain 
other acts of the local legislature, to 
show that the reasons cited herein by 
Hon. Mr, Mills applied with equal force, 
if not greater force, to the alien exclu- 
sion law, showing that Hon. Mr, Mills 
considered sneji legislation referring 
directly to immigration, a subject that 
hy the provisions of the British North 
America act may be dealt with solel.v 
by the federal authority. The alien act, 
he declared, had kept many Aiiiericaiis 
out of British Columbia who otherwise 
would have engaged in pluccr mining, 
to the advantage and development 
the province. Here the question of im- 
migration was touched immediately. 
The act was thus wrong because it 
treuphed upon a sabject in wblch the 
provincial legislature had no right or 
authority to interfere. Besides he re- 
garded it as pernicious in principle, and 
calculated to do— as it had dom^— greiit 
injury to the internal interests o, i;:-it- 
ish Columbia. 

As for the cight-lioiu- law as aoplied 
to underground woiking in melnlliferous 
mines, he was distinctly in favor ,if tliis 
measure and its veti-iilion In "iieration 
lie had made ;■. rio-e iiivcMi;.;i ' Ion inl' 
all the eonditiiiiis iiivc.iveil, nnil atliriiied 
the legislation iu .luestioii to be eminent 
ly right in principle. He lio|)ed never 
to be instninieiital in bringing capital 
and labor into antagonism, but he held 
that this legislation, if properly inter- 
preted, would conserve the interests of 
both. 

T(iUcliiiig next upon the ofler of 
goierniiieiit to contribute one loillion 
ibillars towanls the laying of the I'acilic 
cable. \u- held that it could not but b 
recognized that the Minister of Finance 
had been pledging the credit of 111 
luovinee to give a million dollars from 
the treasury of British Colnmbin with- 
out providing for the ratification of the 
offer by parliament — as he was not en- 
titled to do— 

Hon. Mr. Cotton — You are entirely 
wrong. 

.Mr. Mcriiillips sincerely hoped that 
the .Minister of Finance would, when he 
took the lloor, be able to convince thi' 
house to this effect, although it did not 
appear at all clear to him liow he could 
do so. If the remarkable ofl'er in que 
tion had been accepted, or even looked 
upon with favor. His Honor's message 
would certainly have liiid to explain 
that the credit of the province had been 
affected to the extent of the million in 
(|Ueslion. It appeared strange indeed 
that this goveniinent, having found so 
great fault with tlieir predecessor.s for 
leaving the country in it practically 
bankrupt condition, should have had th(> 
temerity only a few months after assum- 
ing ollice to pledge tne credit to so large 
an amount while dechiring it impossible 
to continue works of necessity for pro- 
vincial devclopnient. The reference in 
the speech to the Oniineca district aga^i 
nnidc applicable the opinions he had pre- 
viously expressed with regaivl to the 
alien law. Large amounts of American 
capital had been invested In the Omin- 
ca, and if It wnR in the interest of the 
province to pass legislation of this char- 
acter, it was manifestly unwise as it 
\vouId necessarily prevent a hirge sum 
of American money from being placed 
iheie. 

.Vs to the Columbia & WoHtorn rail- 
way, the government htiil to live up to 
its obligations, and there npiieared to 
him no good and suflicient reason why a 
money grant shotdd not be substituted 
in lieu of land. He had indeed suggest- 
ed this course during the last sossiou of 
the house.

It W(Mild 
be noted, be was sc.Try to see, however, 
that since last session a most glaring 
example of sectionalism had been pre- 
sented by the government, in the can- 
cellation of the voters' lists of Victoria, 
while tliose of \'.nncouver were tin- 
touched. This he declare'l showed sec- 
tionalism of the worst type. I'ive 
liiiiidreil voters had ln'cn disfninchised 
in Vietofla, aiul the entire |)rocee(liiig 
demonstrated the ilelerm illation of the 
gove'rnment to disfranchise as many of 
tlie voters of Victoria as iiossihle. Even 
the leader of the opposition had barely 
managed to save his vote. A govern- 
ment that resorted to actions of this 
order certainly did not di'serve the con- 
lidenee of the people, and would be re- 
jected by the people at their first oppor- 
tiinily of expressing themselves. 

Ill marked contrast were the expres- 
sions of fervid patriotism that wen.> be- 
ing made by the u'cvernment this year, 
and their action last ,-;(.f.si<in in disfran- 
chising the s(ddii-rs and citiilors n^siJent 
at lOsqulmalt ami honor.ibly discharging 
the duties of citizenship. It was to Iw 
liopeil th;it the goviM-umeiit (hiring the 
■■(■(.■ess had come to recognize the iiijiiK- 
lice of their action and would lie prepar- 
ed before the pr.v;(ait session ended to 
amend it. If not he would propocie to 
liimself introduce legislation restoring 
the right oC the franchise to those men 
who had been unjustly deprived of it, 
and he hoped that the luiuistry of tli(> 
day would be constrained to admit that 
the opposition had been right, and allow 
the measure he would propose to bw-onie 
law. Perhap.'; the ulterior motiv(> that 
appeared to have been had in view had 
<iiHappoared with the change in politicM 
of the junior member for Esquimalt, and 
the noiise would offer no objection now 
to granting justice to the soldiers and 
fiuilors. 

With reference to the dodtruotion of the 
commission of the peace, the member for 
^■letorla city dealt ne.Kt, criticizing in 
strong ti^rms the gratuitous insult herein 
offered to gentlemen who had enjoyed 
11h> honorable olTlce in question for many, 
many years, 'vitli credit to themselves 
and advantage to the <!ountr.v. Ho' in- 
stanced particular cases in support of 
hi.s position, all going to show that there 
could be no salvation for a government 
Ihtit would defend or he guilty of so 
riitlilcr-s an act. 

The governnieiit had also been discred- 
ited in the linanci.al world by evidencing 
that it \yas not loathe to repudiaie its 
obligations— had iiideeil dom? so. This

islry. All the present <lilllciilties of iht 
goverunieut ^voulll have been avoided had 
the government chosen to i-ay attention 
to rules and precedents. 

He inquired why tile I'leiiiicr liad not 
seen tit lo explain why Hon. .Mr. Cotton 
now occupied the two niust important 
portfolios iu the governijient ; did the 
J'remier deny that any other nu.'inbers of 
his following had sulhcient ability to be 
trusted with a portfolio? And if not why 
hail he not explained the reason for pass- 
ing over their claims'/ The whole dilli- 
ciiity ajipeared to be that the government 
\\as so weak that it could not dare to 
seiiil a man to the country, even with a 
portf(di,> temptation, feeling confident 
that the representative of such a goveru- 
nieni couUI not he returned. (Applause. 
The government now appeared to think 
that ilu'y coiiJd gloss over their own 
l.iulls by quarrelling with and condemn 
ing the junior member for Vancouver— 
without whom they would never havi 
had an existence as a government, and 
who last session had been a supreme law 
— (loniinatliig the house and government. 
His .snipporlers votc<l when he .said vote, 
and iu every other re«pect he controlled 
the house. Vet what did it really mat 
ter what quarrel tlu're was butwei-n .Mr. 
-Martin and the governineut, if the jjoli- 
tics of .Mr. -Martin and the governineut 
were still identical? The fact api>eared 
to be that -Mr. .Martin was afraid to 
trust a goveniinent that wa.s absolutely 
untrustworthy, and it was nidL><Hl no 
wonder that the confidence of the [leoplc 
had beeu removed. They saw now that 
the government was a mere relict of the 
past government, ^vith the dominating 
force removed. 

It was at tills point that, after speak- 
ing for upwards of three hours, the mem- 
ber for Victoria city moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debate at twenty minutes to 
six.

Ho brought the attention of the Attor- 
ney-General to this remarkable para- 
graph, and had no doubt that the Attor- 
ney-Genera! would tjike the proper ac- 
tion \ipon It. lie (hmbted if ever before 
the Queen's representative had been so 
grievously insulted iu the Dominion. ^Ap- 
plause.) 

Hon. Mr. Semlin said that the para- 
graph which had been read hud been 
brought to his notice before, and it cer- 
tainly was tlie most blackguardly article 
of the kind that he had ever read. The 
article condemned itself, and he hud 
hoped that no attention would be paid to 
it. as the owners or publishers were iws- 
sibly seeking advertisement and notori- 
ety. He had looked upon the article as 
so villainous as to be best treated by be 
ing ignored altogether. 

Mr. .Martin expre.-iSiHl surprise a 
learning that the goyernnicnt intended 
L'ikiiig no action iu such a case, and 
iiounced that this being ho he as a private 
member projiosed taking suitable action 
later on to resent the insult oflered to 
Her Majesty's representative. 

Hon. Mr. Henderson corrected tlie jun 
ior member for Vancouver. He was not 
to understand that the government had 
decided to take no action in this matt 
what Hon. Mr. .Semlin had meant v 
that he had hoped that the matter w(nild 
have been allowed to pa.^^ without tin 
notonety of attention. Possibly the 
I'remier expressed a persomii view tliiit 
th(! matter In any event was beneath the 
notice of the house— but it bad not yet 
been di.sposed of by the government. 

Mv\ .Martin was glad to see the Attor 
iiey-General dissent from the bad break 
of the government leader, and would -wait 
a reasonable time for him to take the 
necessary action in the premises.' 

Hon, Dr. McKcchnie, too, pointed OUit 
that now that the matter had been made 
inililic it could not he ignored, iis per- 
haps otherwise would have been the bet- 
ter course. He also gave the assurance 
that tlie proper action would be taken. 

I he house then adjom-ned; after re- 
ceiving an invitation through Jlr. Speak- 
er, to attend the meeting of the Farmers'

"Why Estimates of the Strength of the 
Opposing Forces In South Africa 
Differ Widely. 

11. W. M'llson In London Mall. 

A great many pofjple must have been pn/,. 
zled at the discrepancy tietween the vari- 
ous estimates ef tlie Hlrenu'lli of the nrltlsh 
arnilcB In .South Africa. Thus In the cany 
days o£ the war we read that the N'ntal 
lle.d force consisted now of ^0,000 men, 
and now less than 15,0(Xl. So at the pres- 
ent moment the total force ut the disposal 
of our generals, at the seat of war. Is cal- 
culate^ Bometlniea at 80,000 or vaore and 
sometimes ut a little over 00,000. 

The discrepance Is explained by the fact 
that these dlireronl seta of flgurcs refer to 
dliYerent "states," or conditions of tho 
army. Taking our army corjis n» uoinluany 
constituted. It nnaibers a grand total „f 
3U,i;5!) oflleera and moii. Of these, how- 
ever, a large number are "technical troopH," 
In charge of the pontoons, Held telegiMpji, 
railway appliances, halUions, tleld batter- 
ies, Held hospitals, and ir.tnsport arrange- 
ments. Tlioiigli \vlthi/iit them n" army 
could take the hidd, thoni-'h they are abso 
lutely Indispensable In modern ^yal", they 
are very coiumonly omitted from calculn- 
tlons of forces, since they je not llgbt, 
oiul are not oxpcctoa to tlpht. 
They may have harder and more dnngerouo 
work than any of the troops In the iioi i ; 
for InBtiinee, In Napoleon s retreat freiii 
iloKcor,- the French engineers hud to brld.-e 
the Itlvcr llerezlna under heavy lire, stim l- 
lug up to their waists In frei'zing water. 
Many died of exposure In this tearful Work, 
but the bridge wos built.

Tlipy are not lu th(^ hospitals, nor are 
they killed, nor have they fallen Into the 
hands of the enemy. I believe they ..u-c 
concealed in the villages la the niDUntalns.'"

colonial troops of the th/eo arni.s— cavaliy, 
artillery and Infantry— yet Lord Slethueu's 
strength of men present for battle at the 
head of the advance cannot exceed, [( it 
reaches, 10,<KX) men. Thai Is to say. Go per 
cent, of the act he force present for duty 
cannot be placed on the battleiield. 

In Nattily where. the lines of coniinunlea- 
tlon arc reasonably secure. « deduction of 
about 10 per cent from the relieving force 
would probably glre enough men to guard 
them from^attack. 

Some uncertainty ns to the British llgure-- 
Is caused by doubt ns to the precise 
strength of our units. Those mobilized ^-itlj 
the army corps are at full strength, but we 
cannot be pure that- the battalions whicn 



cd more than 800 men, which Is the peac 
establishment. Drafts may have been sent 
out, but details are wanting. It would ue 
wisest to reckon the battalions shut up In 
I^adysmlth at the lower figure, and not at 
the wor strength, which is 1,010.

Two Points in the Attorney- 
General vs. the E & N. Rail- 
way Company Decided.

Tlio Full court ycstoidn.v dollveroil JuiIk- 
iiu'iil ill Itocors V. Ui'cd iiiij 1 lu- AltoriU'V 
General of liritisli C'olimil)iii v. >t N. 
UiiiUvay Couipiiiiy. 'J'lie uppeiil In Rogers v. 
Keod was from nu order ot Conntj' Court 
Judgo Forlii allowlii}; tlio plnlntiff to sisi; 
Jmlf^iiieiit. A.s tile writ wms not specially 
oiKlorsed tlie Kull euiirt allDWcil llir ainir.il 
but onlercd llie apiieiliniis lo pay the i-osis 
of the first iirKmneiit, as the appeal bunks 
were not eorroct. 

There were two juUgiueuts on points 
raised lu the iiettoa ef the Attorney -GeacrnI 
of UrUish-Columbla r. the P. & N. Roll- 
way Ooinpnny. Justices W'alk<>ra and 
Drake coucurrcd In dlsmlssluig the appenl 
of the defendants agatust rhi order of the 
Chief Justice restriUnlug Ihe fun Inn- pro- 
secuting of the iictlou of tile I". iS: X. linii- 
wny Company apilnst the Nr u- N aiu-euv t 
Ooiil Coiupnny until the ih-l eriiiinai ion of 
the iK.'tlon of tho Attoriiey (Icin ral v. the 
Railway Company. Mr. .;ii:ith'i' .Martin 
dissented. The Judmueut of .Mr. .Iiisi 1.;.' 
Drake in whleh .Mr. Jr.sllce Walkeni eoa- 
ourred follows: 

"The defendiint.s liroiirlil ai'llim iiL-alnsl 
the New Viiiic<aiver Co.-il .Mliilnf; A: Land 
Company, I.,lniltod, fi.r a ib ( lariitlun thai 
lliey wire entllled to Ihe coal under the 
sea oppoHl!"' the laiida kn.iwn as rhe Now- 
ea.stle 'Jownslte Reserve, clalmlns them un- 
der the leiu-rs patent from the Dominion 
dated the lilst of April, IbOT. which ii'ttlon 
is i-eaUy for trial. 

"Da tho 5th of Septcnibor, 1899, tlie At- 
torney-General of British Columbia and 
the coal company commenced nu aetlon 
ngalast tho Bsqulmalt & Nanalnio Railway 
for a declaration that the right of eoal un- 
der the foreshore and opiioslte to Newcastle 
town.site was i ested In the erown In rl^lii 
of the province, and for an Injuncfon to 
restrain the defeinlaiits f."oni further jiro- 
•seenting tlielr aetlon against the <NiaI coin- 
pa iiy. 

"On the application of tho Attorney Oen- 
enil the li'iinied (,'lilef .Instlce iiiaile an or 
der restralnlntJ the fiirth'^r iiroseeutliit' the 
action aKainst the coal company until the 
determination ot this action. 

'•.Mr. Bodweil contended that the Supreme' 
Court of British Columhin had not tlie iiow- 
ers of tho Bxcheqaer court, or the jurlsdle- 
tton, and therefore bad no authority to re- 
'straln on action, Inter partes on tin nilefra- 
tlon that the crown was interested. This 
is confounding preprogatlve «ith pro- 
cedure. The court may 'not have the special 
practlve of the Exchequer court, but the 
preroprallve rights of the crown are not 
therefore limited or nlTeeted. We must as- 
certain In what the |irei-u^-allve cunslHts. 
It consist » 111 this, thai the crown can In- 
tervene In any action hetwcn suh.lcel anil 
subject, which elllici- ilireclly or iiidueclly 
all'ecis crown rl;,-lits; oi- 11 iii-ay omuicncc 
an action on Us own acceuiil to have lliose 
rights ascertained and dellued; iiiul the 
only question which we have to deal witlj 
here is whether or not In the latter case 
it can comiiel a stay of the action niter 
partes until the rights of the crown, as 
claimed Ijy the province, are ascertained. 
This is the .sole question. We are not coa- 
cerned with the urgumcttt that it Is -the 
crown In right of the Dominion which Is 
entitled to the cool In question, that ^vould 
be deciding the subject matter ot the ac- 
tion on a side issue; and Mr. RoihveU s 
contention that the Attorney-General of this 
province had to show a clear rlijht to the 
subject matter in contention before In- was 
entitled to Intervene, or brlii!,' an anion 
to define that rl^ht, Is hardly an argiiineiil 
tlnit requires f.crious cousldoral Ion. 

••Tlie Kuprenie Conn, of Itrltlsh Coluiiibia 
has and always hail jurisdiction In ail ph-.is, 
civil ami criniliia;, anil under these t,'eiicral 
words that court has Jiirlsdlctlun to try 
cauHOH ofrecthiH llie properly or Interests 
of the crown. 

■•That court consislliiK of one court only 
could never be In a position such as that 
i.cciiiiled bv Ihe lOxechequer court prior to 
tho Judicature act; but the prerogative right 
of the crown Is to have actions In which the 
crown is Interested tried In whatever court 
the Attorney-General may select. 

••The prerogatives of the crown exist In 
the provinces to the same extent as In the 
United Kingdom, and can only be taken 
away by express statutory enactment. R. 
V. Bank of Nova Seothi, 11 S.C., . I.hiulila- 
tors of Maritime Bank v. tho Queen, IT S.C. 
■657; and in the Llquldalors of the .Marltiuu' 
Bank of the Dominion v. Recelver-lJenenil, 
i;ii S.C. Oil.'). 

••The government of each province of ( an- 
aila ropresents the (Jneeii in the exercise 
of her preroK'atlve as to all matters allcct 
ing the rlKlit ot the province. 

••.Such beliiK the rights of the crown It 
boconie.s a nilnor qiiestloa how those rigiits 
should be enforced. There Is a iloubt tlial 
the crown can sue In respect of any In- 
frliiBement of lliose rights. The only ques- 
tion we have to consider is whether In the 
attempted enforcement ot those rights, the 
(i-own -•an stay proccodliiga In an uctlou 
pending between private persons in which 
lucidentiUly the crown rights will be affect- 
ed. 

."It Is adwltted that i lu-.-iv.T. c-jh Inter- 
vene In such an action, -aV her as plaiutlll or 
.defeadan.t, and that course, It is contend- 
ed, ought to be taken here; but that is not 
so, as the crown Is not bound to adopt such 
a course. 

•'The case of the Attorney-General v. 
Barker, R. laid dowr this principle 
aij the result of a line ot deckled cases, 
and the Chief Baron further slated In his 
judgment that not merely from the. luero- 
gatlve of the crown, hut upon tlie general 
principles and doctrines ot a court ot 
equity, the crown being plaintiff In tho 
.Bult was entitled to apply for an iiijuai?- 
tiou to restrain proccedlugs lu the action at 
law; and Baiou Clcasby says, 'lu this suit 
the decisive question Is that ot prerogative, 
for It is a rule establlBhed by many author- 
ities that when the title ot the crown to 
property is disputed, the crown can prevent 



that title from being contested between 
subjects, and can cause It to be decided lu 
a proceetling to which that crown Is a 
party.' This ease was decided prior to tho 
Judicature Act, 1873. By that act the K.x- 
chequer court procoedlugs were not aCtect- 
ed, but In 1880 the ..Exchequer court was 
abolished aud transferred to the Queen's 
bench. 

'"The case ot the Attornoy-Geiieral V. Con- 
stable, -W W.R,, tllil and 7 Kx.K., was de- 
cided in t.sTIi, and It was there held that 
the .ludlcaiure Act did not allcr Ihe pri- 
n.gatlvi.. rlgius of the crown; anil the Chief 
Raroii says, "Ily iiriiiclpies of the coiuniou 
law of the realm tin' prerogat Ive.s of the 
crown cannol in any way lie cxUngiiishril 
or even Impalnd except by the express 
words of an act of purllauieut, and lu 
Yates V. Dryden Cro, Car. 580, the crown 
can Intervene even after Judgment. 

'•There Is uothlng in our Judicature Act 
which limits or Impairs the prerogative of 
the crown; and the crown Is not bouml by 
statute unless expressly iiieiitloiieil. 

••Sub-sectlou .') of sec. l.'i of the .Supremo 
Conn Act, Cap. 'Hi Revised, enacis by lii- 
Jiinctiiin, provided lliat any person who 
\vouid have been entitled if the acts had not 
lieeii passed le a|iply to reslraiu the pro- 
sei..ulinn liirreof shall be at liberty to ap- 
ply for a slay of proceedings. This seetioii 
cannol be Invoked by the iippellani, as the 
crown Is not buuiid by It; and even if it 
was. It leaves a discretion lu the Judge to 
grant a stay tor the purposes oC justice. 

"The result of the cases la this, that the 
Judicature Act made no change lu the pre- 
rogative right of the crown to stay pro- 
ceedings In an action between subjects, in 
which crown rights are Involved. The same 
prerogative exists in the provinces as in 
England, and can be enforced in the same 
way; and on thl.t ground I am of oiilnloii 
tlu; appeal should be dismissed. Hut .Mr. 
liodweil pressed upon the court tlie argu- 
ment that It tho crown were entitled to 
lake proi-eeillngs It was tbi.' crown as re- 
lirescnleil by tlie [)oininlon governineiit and 
not by the provlnee. .\s this would in fact 
be asking iis to deciih- llie action I decline 
to express my o]iinlnii. it Is not necessary 
for the Attorney-General to establish beyond 
dispute that the rights of the crown as re- 
presented by the province are In danger. 
Tlie Attorney -General can allege or siiriiil.se 
that the crown Is Inlercsteil lu the subject 
matter of the suit, and he cannot oven be 
called upon to state the ground.s, though as 
a mutter of courtesy he sometimes dix^s. 

"Since thhi case was heard, the case of 
Attorney-Oeneral v. Lord Stanley of AUli r- 
ley was heard lu the Divisional irourt, and 
that court stayed all proceedings In the 
(^nmly court on the intervi'iiliun of thi? 
.Xttoriiey-Geiieral alleging that the rlghs of 
of the crown were aP.'ecteil; and an appeal 
against tliat dc'cision heard on tlie liith 
December was dlsinlased. Appeal dlsinis.scd 
with costs."

The second appeal was also by tlie i-oiii- 
paiiy. 11 was from the Jiulgincnl of .Mr. 
.lusllce .Marliii excluilliig tile ciiiiiiler claim 
of the 10. .N'. coinpaiiy on Ihe gi-oiiiul that 
It was embarrassing. The appi.>al was al- 
lowwi, the judgments of Chief Justice .Mc- 
coll and Mr. Justice Drake being as fol- 
lows:

••The plaintiff company and the defend- 
ant company are rival claliiiantK to the coal 
lying under the sea oiiposile ceriatii lands 
sltuati- on .Niinaliiio harbor, and liefore this 
action tlie defenilanl company had brought 
an ai.-tloii against the plalntllT company for 
an iiccoiim and damages, and a declartiou 
oC tltli- In respect ot certain of such coal 
taken by tlie plalntllT company. 

"I!y the present action the provlnrial 
torney (.leiural disputes the validity of tho 
grant, under which tile defendant company 
claims title, made by the crown In right of 
Canada uudor a Dominion act as regards 
the coal la dispute, and asks a dccJaratioii 
that it belongs to the crown in right ot tho 
province, and has Obtained an order stay- 
ing the former action. 

"The declared object of the crown in 
right of the province Is, If such a declar- 
ation be obtained, to ratify tlie title of the 
plalntlll' company. 

'•The defendant company seeks against 
the plaliitItT company by counter claim In 
this action the sami' relief as was i-lalincil 
ill the action sla,\ eil. The qllesl Imi to be 
ilelei-inlneil now is wiiciher I In- prerogal ive 
right of the crown under ■.\iiii-li Ihe stay 
was graiili-d illsi.-n 1 i I li-s ilie dercnihuil i.-oiii- 
paiiy to set nji tin.' connler-claliii. 

•"i'lie leariieil judge wh ise order is In ap- 
faal -TTOultl have refused to disallow it, but 
I'liat III.' ilioiight hinisi'if bound to do so 
bv till- order referred to. 

'•It Is, I tlilnk, very clear upon the au- 
thorities Unit aiiart from tho question of 
prerogative, not only ought the couiuer 
claim not to be disallowed, but because if 
tlic question of law raised by the Atioraey- 
General should be decided In favor of tho 
defendant company, tlfc action must wholly 
fail, and If otherwise the main questiou 
between the two C(?mpanle8 will he deter- 
mined, that the constitutional question 
ought to bo determined In tho llrst Instance. 

•■1 do not see that the crown <an lie In 
any way prejudiced by the coiiiiier-claiiii. 
or Indeed is concerned la it. On the other 
hand, the defenilanl company ought. I 
tliliik, to be allowed to have the quesllc)u 
raised by the Attorney-General prcsi-nteil 
for deleriiilnatlon in the light of a full 
statement of the questions raised between 
the two comiianies in the former actloi:, 

esj hilly in view of the avowed intention 

to lallfv Ihe title of th,. plalulirf company 
If piissllih', anil sucli a statement cannot 
appropriately be inadL' without, the couuter- 
clalin, 

•It si'i'ins to me that thi; right ot the 
crown to ask that tlie questions rnlsed by 
the counter-claim alone should not be tried 
until after the determination of the ques- 
tion raised by the statement of claim. 

"The ease of the Attorney-General v. 
Barker (1872), 7 Ex. p. 177, seems to mo 
to show that the court will not Interfere 
with the cor.rse of litigation between par- 
ties other han the crown any further than 
Is necessary to give effect to the preroga- 
tive that the rights of the crown shall not 
be determined unless.. with J;he consent of 
the crown In an action' in which the crown 
Ih not actor. 

it -ivas conceded in the argiinieiit that 
The counter-claim must he amenileii so as 
to ('online it to the plaiutlft conipauy. 1 
think the ni)i)oal should be allowed." 
MR. JUSTICE DUAKlir. 

"The plalutllT by his statement of claim 
raises a distinct Issue as to the ownership 
of the coal uudor the foreshore aud hiir- 
I bor of Nnnaluio. 

I "The defendants' counter-claim alleging 
that the New Vancouver Coal tkimpany are 



trcspus.'ilnff on the pfkJperty of the railway 
and asking for a.ssessmeJit of d»mage». 

'•'The plaiutiiT has obtained an order 
striking out the counter-claim a.s embar- 
rassing. 

'•A derendant under Rule iri7 can set up 
a counter-claim, aud It necessary separate 
counter-claims against each . piBlntlff (see 
Manchester Ity. Co. V, BrookS, 2 Ex. D. 

but the defendant cantiot set up a 
co'inter-clalm against an action- by the 
crown. 'R. v, Hotttrcal 'Woollen, Co., i Ex. 
U.. Canada 333.) ; ' 

•'Under Rule 2t)-l the com t has power to 
exclude a counter-claim If In Its opinion the 
subject matter ought to be litigated In an 
independent action. 

"Here the disposal of the question raised 
by the Attorney-General will, it decided In 
favor of the crown, dispo.se of tho defen- 
dants' counter-claim. Jf decided against 
Ihe Attorney-General, will clear the way for 
a speedy uettlenient of the claim against 
the New Vancouver Coiii Compazj". 

"The counter-claim will have to be re- 
stricted to the New Vnuc^ouvor Coal Com- 
pany,and uuder Rule yys, as the court can 
order the trial of one or more questions of 
fact before the others. I think the order 
appealed from should be varied by limit- 
ing the order striking out the counter- 
claim to the Attorney-General, but allow- 
ing It as against the Now Vancouver Coal 
Co., and by directing that tho issue raised 
by the claim should be disposed of before 
the trial of the eounter clalm. 

"I think the ciicuinstances hero are of a 
special nature, and it will be a saving of 
expense to have the matter tried In the 
manner indicaied before the expense of tak- 
ing compllcatetl accounts are incurred, 
which may be valueless. iKee observations 
of Jessei, M.U., lOiiiina Sliver Mining Com- 
pany, 11 I'.ti. bill, aud I'eri-y v. Young, 
1.") CD., -171. Costs In cause." 

-Mr. K. V. liodweil, Q.C, and .Mr.A. 1'. 
Luxton, appeared for the appellaa' i In both 
actions, and Mr. K. 1'.

OmENTAL LINER IN. 

TIk; Uiojun Maru Hrings a Large Num- 
ber ot Steerage Passengers. 

The lUojun Maru, ot the Great North- 
ern line, doclted at tho outer wharf at 
10 o'clock last night. She arrived at tlie 
(liiarantine station nt 4:15 a. m. yester- 
day, and after her passengers were dis- 
infected and the vessel thoroughly fumi- 
gated she was allowed to proceed. She 
had a large cargo, (JO touH of which was 
landed liere, ami carried 325 steerage 
passengers, 211 .iapanese debarking at 
this port. Among tho passengers were 
a number of the crew of the American 
steamer St. Paul, one of whom died at 
sea Hn the afternoon of tho 29th and 
was buried at sea at 3:o0 p. m. on the 
.'iOth. Mr. Thompson, of Seattle, presi- 
dent of the Oeuteniiial Slill Company, 
was the only tirst-class passenger. He 
has been to the Orient on business for 
the company he represents, and states 
that the sanitary inspectors of Kobe are 
doing all in their power to Stamp out 
the bubonic plague, which has infested 
that city for some time.

A Yokohama despatch dated the lltb 
inst says: "The C.P.R, steamship Em- 
press of India arrived liere from Vun- 
coiivor this morning at 9 o'oloclc. 

The Chilian hark Autofogiata is loading 
luuiher at Cheniainun mills for the west 
coast of South America. 

The H.iwaiiaii Ksles, tho ship which has 
been in trouble of late, is to load coal 
at^ Coniox for Santa Rosalia. 

The barge Skookuni has been piircliat^ed 
by Capt. L. O. Waldo and \V. O. Cobl 
She is being thoroughly overhauled and 
will leave iu the spring for the North 
with a large cargo in tow of ;i new tug 
boat now nearing completion at Moran' 
■shipyard, Seattle. 

The British ship Erroll, 38 dav.s from 
Honolulu, was lying at the quarantine 
station all day yesterday undergoing the 
luniiijatiiig procws which all vessel 
from ports infected with the bubonic 
plague are required to undergo. She waa 
towed in by the American ttig Bowden 
and will load at Hastings mills. 

LABOR IN THE SOUTH AFRICAN 
MINES.

The trouble Is that 
conditions have been so bad that none bi t 
the lowest element of the blacks vonld 
submit to working In the Tran»>-aul, and 
even these hardly at all except under pres- 
Kure of absolute necessity. .\bU8e, extoi- 
lon, enforced labor on thr. farms without 
lay, trickery, robbery of their accumulated 
CMrulngH by the Boers— these have not af- 
ractod the negro to the South African 
ppubllc. i\o doubt the regulation of poll 
leal conditions us belivecii ^he two racct 
s a dinicult one, but I'le I'.ocr of thi 
Tranavaul has not even appro.ichcd It. Op 
prcsslou of the blacks lias ruined the liboi 
sapidy of the Wltwatersriind. and not the 
least benellt of the good, h<inest, and Just 
govcrimient will be tin- a melioration ol 
conditions In this respect. A "hut ta\," 
by which the negro Is made to supply some 
share In the Bupport of tho government, 
and In return for which he receives pro 
teetlon of law, seems to be one of the most 
successful methods of raising the stun ling 
and increasing the responsibility of tho na- 
tive.— Charles B. Going, interviewing John 
Hays Hammond, in The Bnginecrirg Maga 
zlae for January.

REVIEWED IN liONDON. 

Mining in British Columbia Regarded 
as Handicapped by Ill-Considered 
Legislation. 

From Colonial Goldflelds Gazette, Dec. 30. 

^VIth regard to the British Columbia 
mining Industry, a retrospect Of the yuttr's 
progreso Is fur from encouraging. ■ The 
prospect ot a revival of Interest la this 
Indastry among English Investors has been 
completely .spoil?;d by the mischievous legis- 
lation of the Semlin govorament which came 
Into oftlce last year. Tll(^ Hight Hour 
lialior Law has stirred up discord between 
omployers and employed, and la some dis- 
tricts, notably the Klocan, mining opera- 
tions have been suspended as a result of tho 
act. The motives which prompted tiu; 
lutrodiiction of .this measure are best kuo-,vii 
to Mr, Semlin and ixla coMeaguce, but It is 
a notorious fact thot there was no demand 
for legislative taterference between the 
miners and the mining companies, afad tbAt 
the law' has worked untold harm to the 
mining Industry. Ixically Its effects on 
inido have been disastrous, and it Is Im- 
possible to estlniatc the Insting mischief it 
has wrought by shaking tho confidence of 
Aiiierlcan, Canadian and Kugilsh investors. 
It is to be hoped that the law will soon be 
reiii'aied, and that capital and labor will 
once mori" be able to work In harmony. 
The alien law was conceived In a dog-ln-ihe- 
manger spirit, and has not only Inllicted a 
severe blow lo the trade of Victoria and 
Vancouver, but has Jfreatly returiled tho 
development of the .\tlln COld fields. In- 
cldenlully, too, the iu(>asure. aimed us It 
was agiiliis; Americans, was respoUBlble la 
some degree for the unbending attitude of 
the United .States on tlie .\iaska boundary 
(luestlon. The policy embodied in tlie pop- 
uliir phrase, "Let 'em all come," is that 
best suited to the development of a new 
mining country, provided that the "aliens ' 
arc law-abiding and Industrious. No excep- 
tion could be taken to the American miners 
In either of these respects, and their exclu- 
sloa from British Columbia soil has done 
the province more barm than good. 

Although the mining Industry has little 
to thank the British Columbia goveriinient 
for, private enterprise has not been :dle. 
Ad(i..lonnl railways and smelters have been 
provided In the more promising districts, 
and tlie cost of shlpiilng and smelting the 
ore has thereby been coiisldernbl.v reiliiceil. 
The opening of the Crow's .N'e.st Pass rail- 
way early In the year was the iiuist impoi- 
laiit event In ISM, ftntl ftmol:lii£f cliftrgca 
have been reduced to ii mlalmuin us a result 
of the eheaiiness with which coke can now 
be eonveyiHl from Fernle and other points 
to the iiriiicijial smelting works. Ore, which 
fiinnevly could only be treated at a loss, 
can now, thanks to the opening of the rail- 
way, he made to yield a haud.some proilt. 
Another railway which will greatly faci- 
litate raining operations Is that which is 
being built In the Boundary country. Tho 
district is one of the most promising in tho 
province, and Its immense bodies of (air 
grade ore Will sensibly swell the gold out- 
put In the near future. Although no stalls- 
tics arc as yet available coacerning the 
output of the precious metal for the year, 
it la ot least gratifying to note that, so 
far as Itosslnnd Is eonceruod, groat activity 
is being employed In opening up the mines. 
Happily, tho labor troubles, rampant lu 
other caiuim, have not spread to Itossl.ind, 
and we tliiil that the total quantity ot ore 
shipped from the mines around that town 
for the eleven niontlm niul twenty days 
ending November liOtii. was l.'w.OOO ton.s, 
valued at about ?"J,.'!(l.'i.(XM). Of this output 
the Lo Itoi has shipped about 81,00() tons, 
the War Kagle ri'iJiW tons, the Centre Star 
1-,000 tons, and the Iron Mask .'>,()00 tons, 
'j'.e total shipments for tlie year will pro- 1 
bahly amount to about l&l.OOO tons. I'll 
oftlclal return for 18i»8 was 111,282 ton 
so that the output for the Itossland mlii'. 
for the current year -.vlll exceed by 7.'i,7(K) 
tons, or over 68 per cent., the output from 
the same mines In the previous year. So 
far as ore tonnage Is concerned, that la a 
sjitlsfaetory record of progress, but It re- 
mains to be seen what the smelter returns 
will show as to value. 

Tho Atlin district, defipite the ('xira- 
ordinary muddle over mining titles, is fully 
maintaining Its early promise. As a result 
of the year's operatloUH. duty has been [labi 
on 20,."(H1 ozs. nf gold, a result which Is 
more than satisfactory fur a young golj- 
Ueld which has had to combat ofllelal 
binndcring. The visit of the Lieutenant- 
Governor to tho Atlin gold fields, and bis 
favorable report on their prospects, did 
much to restore confidence In tin- illstrlct, 
and as the climate Is healthy and minlnff 
conditions are not arduous. Atlin seems des- 
tined to take a permanent place as a l on- 
tributor to tho gold output of tlii> iirovlnee. 
The Yukon goldflelds are not within Itrlilsh 
Columbian terrltorlty, but It Is perniis,sitiie 
hero to say a passing word, on the prospects 
of this field. The Yukon has survived the 
prejudice created by the exaggerated storKn 
with which It was Introduced to the Invest- 
ing public, and has now settled down Into 
a sober, well-regulated and Industrious 
mining camp. Ot the numerous coinpanles 
floated with English capital but few hai-o 
been successful, but tho.se which have sur 
vlve<l, are operating snccessfully, and 
although It Is too early to predict 
the permanence of these .\orth(}rn 
llckls, It i.s now known that 
the gold exists in situ ns well us In the 
form of alluvial, and it is within Ihe range 
of probability that tho Yukon territory has 
a future before it as a quartz mining dls 
irict. Meanwhile, liowover, improved mefh- 
odcH ot winning the gold from the fro-'on 
gravel are being hrouglit Into use, and 
Hteam-thnwlng has been resorted to witli 
successful results, The discovery of largo 
copiicr lodes In the nigbborhood of the 
White Horse Rapids Is au Important event 
of the year. Dawson city has been place<l 
In tolegriiphlc communication 'with tht 
const, and the most d fllcult portion of 
route to the gold flthls has been elrcum' 
vented by the con.structlon of the White 
Pass and Yukon railway. Dawson Is, there- 
fore, no longer tho Isolated city of two 
yars ago, and tho large sums of money 
which liavo been voted by the nomlnloM 
goveniinent towards opening up the coun- 
try suggest -.hat those who know tho dis- 
trict are satisfied as to Its permanence as 
a gold-producer.
